Mrs. N. Moss Ilakcr, of Now York, 
wa.s particularly intcrcsling, and de- 
clared ill licr introductory remarks 
that mIic was a dibombodicd spirit, 
speaking as sho was controlled, her, 
thomo was spiritualism aud a defense 
if it, sho was perfectly at homo on the 
rostrum, having full control of voice, 
laiii(iiagc and iiiamicr. .She cvideiit- 
Iv, it' not controlled by a inoin-tions 
s|iirit mind, certainly had one of her 
own; her lecture was raploie with 
humor, sarcasm and argument, she 
did not boliovo we wore to take the 
whole Bible as offered to us, but

not knowing until sho camo upon 
tlio rostrum, what she would b - 
called upon to say ; outside of Hplril- 
nalisiii her Ici tiiic was indeed a lit- 
rary treat, eloiiin nl ami elc-ranl 
in holh lairrii.i;.;!.' and address, .she 
losed horlecliirc willi a beiiedielioii ; 
May tho blessing of man and wo- 
man rest upon you all." 

Mrs. Silverstou, of Chicago, thou 
U'sccndcd in the amliem e and gaVc 
tests, she declared various spirits 
preseiil, dcsciihcd and iiaiiicd thoro. 
She told us that an old man, stood 
with his hand upon the shoulder of 
your correspondent, iloscribed iiim, 
:ind said that he told her his name 
was .lolin, Ihougli lie must be a rela- 
tion. Ids kilb, however, fulled to reci g 
nine him if so: It is -aiil that nolhin^i

aecoiiiil of the Massacre: 
■Plirec ciders were lioldiiig a meet- 
ing alCondei's farm, Caiie Creek 
Lewis idiiiiiy, Sniiiluy nioriiing.whoii 
iwelve masked men on horseback 
rode up lo the house and ordered a 
young mail named Huston and youn^' 
Condor to suri-onder. Tlicy showed 
light, wlieu Olio of tho raiakctl men 
kiioekoil Cornier down, breaking his 
skull, Huston tired al one of the 
iiiaski d men, who tell dead, and was 
afterwards louiid lo he Davo Iliiisoii, 
a citi/ieii of Ilickinaii county, who 
lived at Urushfoni, on Beaver Pain. 
Tho masked men thou shot and killed 
UV(i nl'llie Mormon ciders. The third 
elder ran toward the woods where Ihe 
liriii^' was soon heard. Tlie elder 
not having been seen since, is sup- 
posed also to liuve been killed. Il 
has since been asucrlaiucd that the 
inaaked men befbro going to Condor's 
house slopped at the house of a man 
named (iarietl, near ('(Uidcr's lioiise, 
found a Mormuii eliler iherc. and lefl 
two masked man in i liarye of this el- 
der. Shooting was heard there 
shortly afterward aud the elder has 
not been setn since. Wlicn llrliig 
commenced al Couder's house one of 
Ihe elders hid behind Mrs. Condor 
and in shooting at him Mrs. Cornier 
was tvuuutlcd.

1 had the honor al 
that lime to be Speaker of the House 
of lieprereiitalivcs. PalrioUsm wus 
fervid, couiideneo was strong, and 
we young mombora of the I^eglslaturo 
(1 was but thirty-one years old >uy- 
kclf) determined lodo soinelhing very 
bold, sometliiiig that we ventured lo 
hope would be rather appalling to 
the Confoderalo lloveniiiient. In- 
stead of responding wilh one rogi- 
mout for which the President had 
asked, wo authori/.ed the (iovenior 
to otler ten regimcnls to the National 
(jiovcrnnient, and though entirely 
unused to a State dobi, we em-
